Mass 16,000 Fresh 
Troops in Attempt

SEOUL, Kores—UP)—Chi- 


nese Reds battered their way 
to' the top of White Horse 
mountain tonight and massed 
16,000 fresh troops within 
easy striking distance of the 
blood-soaked hill. 


Intelligence 
officers said the 


Communists could commit 
two 


fresh divisions.to battle at any 
time. 


The Chinese', stormed up the 


slopes with screams' and. curses 
and pushed valiant South Korean 
defenders off the ridge line. 


The bone-weary U. N. troops 


scrambled right back to. the top 
and battled the Reds hand to hand 
in a drenching rain for' half an 
hour before surrendering the crest 
again.. 


The .wild fighting broke off at 


9 p. m. with the Chinese in'^con- 
trpl. The South Koreans 'hugged 
the south slope ISO yards from the 
top. 


Earlier reports said a "hilltop 


brawl" swirled, asround the peak 
in almost p*tt|B tfefrkness.

Medical History Being Made 
With Plastic Ball in Heart 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—A tiny plastic ball is mov- 


ing back and forth near the heart of a Washington house- 
wife today—marking a possible new chapter in heart dis- 
ease surgery. 


The 30-year-old unidentified woman is equipped with 


a plastic valve of the aorta, the main trunkline of blood 
from the heart. 


This is the first surgical attack on record against a 
heart condition that account*? Tor about 10 to 15 per cent 
of deaths from heart disease, the nation's number one 
killer disease. 


The plastic valve is a substitute for the woman's 


own aortic valve. Normally the aortic valve keeps blood 


' flowing in one direction from the heart, but in this case 


it was left defective by an attack of rheumatic fever 
earlier in life—and caused Hood to back up into the 
woman's heart, overtaxing it and endangering her life.

the operation was performed while declining to forecast

Stolen Gvil War Gun 
Found Buried in Mud 


MONMOUTH, IH._«>_A. 1.000-pound Civil War cannon that disap- 


peared from the railroad depot nearly 50 year* ago was found Thursday 
buried in the bed of Cedar creek-about s»x miles away. 


The cannon was obtained from 


Rock Island.Arsenal as a memori- 
al to be placed on the campus of 
M o n m o u t h College, and was 
shipped here for that purpose. The 
college class of 1902 made the ar- 
rangements. 


Pranksters of the 1904 class in- 


tercepted the intended memorial 
the night of May 37. 1903, and 
hauled it away with a team of 
horses. 


This was disclosed 47 years later 


by one of the pranksters, Wallace 
Barnes, now editor of a newspaper 
in Gallup. N. Mex., who reported 
what happened in a letter to the 
college. 


Barnes located the place th* tan- 


aon wa* dumped by referrtaf to a 


bridge. However, the creek had 
changed its course, and intermit- 
tent searches over two years failed 
to turn up the cannon.', 


Then a faculty team led by Dr. 


G. W. Thiessen, head of the college 
chemistry department, borrowed 
an electronic locator. 


Aided by the modern equipment. 


Thiessen, along with Dr. Harold 
Ralston and Prof. Hulbert Nichols, 
found the artillery piece Thursday 
after a four-hour hunt. 


The wheels had rotted away, but 


the bronxe gun.tube remained in 
tact. College authorities said the 
cannon will be repaired and in- 
stalled according to th* plan of 
tba da** of 1901.

Simple Rule Settles Fight

What's Right? 


You would like to ask a personal

Many readers of this column 


seem to have ,the same trouble 
with the rules of Samba governing 
the frozen pack. Perhaps i can 
clear it-up. 


You always need a pair of nat- 


ural cards to take the discard plie 
for a new meld. This does not 
mean, however, that the discard 
pile-is always frozen. 


Suppose, for example, that you 


have melded three kings (among 
other good and valuable securi- 
ties). The player at your right 
discards a king. You can pick up 
the discard pile, adding that dis- 
carded king to your meld of kings. 
In other words, the discard pile is 
not frozen, and you can add a 
discard to a meld that you have 
previously made. 


Let's take another example. 


Suppose that you or your partner 
has melded the queen-jack-ten of 
spades at some time during the 
play of the hand. Several plays 
later, the opponent at your right 
throws the king of spades. You 
can pick up the discard pile, and 
add that king of spades to your 
queen-jack-ten of spades. 


What is the procedure if you 


have a canasta of queens, let us 
say. and the player at your right 
throws a queen? According to the 
rules of Samba, you are not allow- 
ed to pick up a card that matches 
your closed canasta. (Let me make 
it absolutely clear, if I can. that 
this is not the rule in ordinary 
canasta. In regular canasta the 
official rule allows you to pick up 
a card that matches your closed 
Samba.) 


Even in Samba, however, you 


are not completely forbidden to 
pick up that discarded queen. If 
you have a pair of queens in your 
hand, you can pick up the discard 
pile with your natural pair and 
start an entirely new meld of 
queens.

This is no attempt to vindicate Eisenhower'* 


judgment or his moral courage In that disaster. He 
missed the tide that comes but once in the life of 
any man.

than Dee. And Truman's guilt is made the worse by his grisly irapu- 
dence in turning in this manner on the man who had his endorse* 
ment after this terrible failure. If Ike i» unworthy of tnist today 
for this reason, he was equally unreliable then. So Truman's attack 
is just the fulfillment of his direct warning to Ike last winter that 
would lose his "fair renown forever if he should accept the, Republl- 
csan nomination. 


Did Truman actually promise Ike the nomination at Potsdam? 
Here is what Ike's book says on that: "One day the president fell 


to discussing the future of some of our leaders. I told him I had no 
ambition except to retire to a quiet home and from there to do what 
little I could to. help our people understand ... I shall never forget 
the president's answer. Up to tnat time, I had met him casually 
on only two or three occasions . . . Now he suddenly turned toward 
me and said: 'General, there is 
nothing that you may want that 
I won't try to help you get. That 
definitely and specifically Includes 
the presidency in 1948.' " 


Truman never denied making 


this promise to Ike. It was given 
after Truman approved the agree- 
ment to divide Germany into the 
zones which gave Russia command 
of a stretch of from 100 to ISO 
miles of territory which the West- 
ern Allies had captured. They

captured it 
hung back. 


while the Russians 
permitting the des- 


perate Nazis to slaughter the 
brave Polish underground which 
came out prematurely, counting 
on Russian support from the East 
After the Poles were dead, the 
Germans turned westward hop- 
Ing to surrender to the Americans 
and British, and the Russian ad- 
vance was more a march than a 
campaign. 


Eisenhower showed neither wis- 


dom nor moral courage at any 
time in the period of the negotia- 
tions which led to this disaster. 
But that period began in 1943 and 
the Roosevelt-Truman cabal still 
conceals the secret documents in 
the case in order to protect the 
guilty individuals. These guilty 
men Include Roosevelt and Tru- 
man and important historical per- 
sons in the state and war depart- 
ments in those days. 


In Germany last winter I in- 


quired at the headquarters of the 
American high commission for 
the text of the agreement and was 
told that it could not be revealed 
because it' was a deal between 
three nations, ours, Britain and 
Russia. It could be released only 
by agreement of all three. That 
is such a paltry fake reason that 
the true reason, the concealment 
of guilt, becomes plain at once.

the technical journal "Science" 
yesterday that 298 married cou- 
ples had 
experienced 
complete 


lack of /ertlllty during periods 
nuiglnc from three to 30 months 
while taking the pills at breakfast, 
lunch and dinner. 


But the Boston researcher em- 


phasized that the drug—previously 
used to control bleeding—doe* not 
produce permanent sterility. He 
said 220 of the women have had a 
baby or have become pregnant 
after they and their husbands quit 
taking the pills. 


Priest Comments 


The Rev. Francis J. Connell, a 


Redemptorist priest and dean of 
sacred theology at the Catholic 
University of America, was asked 


to comment oa the report Be ds* 
ciared spy use or such pills with 
the "direct intent of preventing 
conception would be a violation at 
the Divine Law as it affects birth, 
according to Catholic interpreta- 
tion of God's law." '

to prevent With in no way differs 
from any other means of unnatural 
contraception." he amid. 


Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam. Bish- 


op of the Washington, D. C., area 
of the Methodist church, also asked 
to comment, said: 


"It is in accord with the moral 


law to plan properly for the com* 
ing of children. This discovery 
may enable mothers to spac«-their 
children with due regard for 
health, education and servic* to 
society. The discovery is to be 
commended, not condemned." 


Dr. Sieve, while reporting pre- 


liminary success, said the pills 
must be taken for 10 consecutive 
days before their anti-fertility ac- 


tion becomes effective. They must 
be taken continuously thereafter to 
assure lack of fertility. Dr. Sieve 
added: "fertility can be restored 
merely by-omitting the drug-for a 
4»-hour period." 


The drug, is called "phosphory- 


lated iMsperidin."
